Wonder* of the Amazon 

Only the mariner can tell the 
place whore the AmaEou really has 
its mouth, becau.se the opening it 
has made on the eastern coast of 
South America is so wide that it ex- 
tends over 100 miles. A long dis- 
tance Ireforo one comes to the mouth 
of the river, however, one is really 
on the waters of the Amazon, be- 
cau«e they force their way no far 
out into the ocean. They say thHt 
100 miles out at soa, off the month 
of the Amazon, you con hoist a 
bucketful of fresh water out of the 
ocean from the deck of a ship, .such 
Is the quanity its water thai flows 
from that gigantic basin. Long 
after you have entered the actual 
river, and have its banks to north 
aud south of you, if you are in mid- 
stream, you will still ht> out of sight 
of land — such is the bi-eadth of the 
vast channel. The riv(>r stretches 
far into the ocean, aud far up the 
country. Take a map of South 
America aud look out a place call- 
ed Iquitos. It lies four-fifths of 
the ways across the continent from 
east to west. Yet from Iqnito.s 
there is a fortnightly service of 
ooenn going steamers to Europe 
which descend some 3000 miles of 
the river before they roach tho 
sea. — Chambers^ Journal.

The Second Meeting of the As- 
sociation met at the School for the 
Deaf, Edgewood Park, August Slst, 
Septemtier Ist and 2d, 1918. 

Sarurday morning meml)ers be- 
gan to arrive and register, and by 
noon a large number were present 
which preaagtHl a large attendance. 

The meeting was called to order 
in the chapel at 2 p.m., by the 
President, Mr. John L. Friend. 
After invocation by Rev. B R. 
Allabou«h, it was announced, Mr. 
J. Charles Wljson, Pr-esident of the 
Board of Trustees, was unable to 
be present and deliver the address 
of welcome as scheduled. His place 
was taken by Supt. Burt, who gave 
an interesting address aud assured 
all members of the Association an<l 
their friends were welcome to the 
conveniences of the Institution. 
He hoped all wonld do their part 
to make the meeting a i^uccess, as 
in the war no shirkers were wanted. 
There were ways in which they 
conld show their interest in the 
affairs of the country as well as in 
their own. His remarks were re- 
membered later on in the actions 
taken by the association. 

Appropriate reponses were made 
by Mrs. ¥\\\\\y Beatty, of McKees 
liort; Mr. J, M. Rolshouse, -of As- 
pinwall; Mrs. Elmer Havens, of 
Perrysville; Mr. Walter Bosworth, 
and Mr. Edward Harman, of Wilk 
insourg. E ich of these referred to 
some particular benefit conferred 
by the school of which they were 
proud to be izratluales 

This being a postponed meeting, 
the reasons thereof were explained 
by the President. 

The reading of the minutes of the 
previous meetin!» was dispensed 
with in order to save time. 

Committees on business, on no- 
minations aud on resolutions were 
appointed by the President and in- 
structed to get busy. 

Mr. Q. M. Teegarden, Chairman 
and Treasurer of the John G. Brown 
Memorial Committee, was .called 
upon to give his report. A detailed 
slHtement of the colleciion and dis- 
bui-sement of the fund was given. 
The Memorial, in (he form of a 
bronze tablet, with ?iortrHit and 
suitably inscribed, had been placed 
on the wall at front em ranee, having 
been uuveiled on Libor Djiy, 1917. 
The fund resulted from vaiious 
sources, but chiefly Ihiou^h person 
al subscriptions, of which there was 
a large nnmt)er The amount of 
fund was $353.04 The tablet oosi 
$346 00, the payment of which and 
other expen.ses left a balance of 
$3.64, and this had lieen turned 
over to the Treasurer of the Society. 

On motion the report was accept 
ed with thanks. 

Mr. Wm. Stewart, of Couneh 
ville, called the attention of the 
meeting to the fact that the " new- 
ly weds," Mr. and Mrs Elmer S. Ha 
vens, should receive theoongratnia 
lions of the convention. It was 
most heartily given, somewhat to 
the confusion of the happy couple. 

The Treasurer, Mr. C. A Paint- 
er, being ab.sent, Mr. Charles Friiz- 
ges was appointed temporary Trea- 
surer. 

The s«>ssion closed with a rendi- 
tion of the Star Spangled Banner, 
by Miss Marion Harman and Miss 
Florence Beels. 

Saturday evening from eight Ui 
twelve a receprion and dance was 
held in the gymnasium, Dr, and 
Mrs. Burl being liost and hostess 
A large and enthusiastic gathering 
was present to enjoy the pleasures 
of the evening. Tlie sjnicious "fjym" 
was filled to its capacity. Music 
was provided for those who cared 
for the waltz or the "fox trot," but 
we noticed too that the old-fashion- 
ed Virginia reel was quit© popular 
also. Light refreshments were 
served to all, aud everybody seemed 
glad they were there. They were 
out for enjoyment and they got it, 
apparently. 

Sunday morning at 11.00 A M. 
the roomy chapel of the school was 
comfortably filled by ttie members 
untl friends, ami the Rev. B R. 
Allabough delivered an instructive 
sermon. Here the mombets of the 
I as.sociatiou had the pleasure of sit- 



ting in their old seats, with their old 
supervisor and teacher before them 
as of yore. 

Mr. Ailabough's Iwenly-five 
years' connection with the school 
made him a most familiar figure of 
the meetings. His presence was a 
pleasaut surprise to ruany, for it 
was liot expected he conld lie here. 

The crowd augmented all day 
Sunday, and the afternoon was spent 
in social intercotrrse, in renewing 
old acquaintances and in making 
new ones. 

Sunday evening at 8 p.m. the 
proceedings of the Convention were 
renewed. President Friend read 
his address, whicli was somewhat 
lengthy, and prt^sented quite a few 
points for the consideration of the 
meeting. He elucidated the objects 
of the Assdeiation, suggested that 
the funds of the Association be 
divided into certain funds and 
eftorts be made to increase them ; 
referred to the failure of the Com- 
pulsory Law to compel the atten- 
dance of deaf children at school, 
and suggested the Association make 
an effort to have the law revived. 
He urged the Association 'o provide 
a fiagpole for the School, which since 
the fire in 1899 has had none. He 
alno had reference to tho Liability 
and Insurance Acts. 

The Chairman of the Committee 
on Necrology, Mr. C. A. Painter, 
gave his report. Five members of 
the Association have passed since 
the last meeting in 1916. 

An "address, anecdotes of forty- 
two years' connection with the 
school," was given by G. M. Tee- 
garden. The talk was cut down 
considerably for want of time, 
nevertheless he gave much interest- 
ing data concerning the early strug- 
gles and development.^ of the 
School. The Turtle Creek days 
were dwelt upon at some length. 
There were not a few present who 
wf>ll rememliered those pioneer days. 
Thf»y were years of difficulty and 
discomfort, yet withal profitahle 
and enjoyable. For one thing " The 
Raindrop," that most popular book, 
was originated there in the first 
years of the Institution. It has 
lived for forty years, and is still in 
demand. 

Stories of school life by members 
were told, not from the platform, 
but in groups about the building 
and ^'rounds, and were none the 
less enjoyed on that account. Each 
day had its quota of incidents and 
much enjoyment. 

The evening session was closed 
with|tlie declamation of " America," 
l)y Miss Emilie Apel. 

Monday morning session was call- 
ed to onler at nine o'cU>ck. Re 
ports of various committees were 
made. 

The Committee on Resolutions, 
besides the usual " Thank you," 
resolves, advised donations to the 
Home at Doyleslowii, and the Retl 
Cross. Also contributions to the 
comfort of sons of memliers who are 
now or will lie in the services of 
their country. A pardal canvass of 
members reveals that there are 
already ten sons in the service. 

The Committee also recommend 
ed that the Association provide a 
prize, to be uiven the Kraduaiing 
student of the school who makes 
the l'e."«t reconi in scholarship, each 
year; that the word "dumb" be 
stricken from the title of the Institu- 
tion ; that A steel flagpole for the 
school l>e secured by the Associa- 
tion; and that efforts be made to 
correct the Compulsory School Law. 

The Tn»asuier, Mr. Painter, pre- 
sented his report, which showed the 
finances of the Association to be 
in a flourishing <>ondition. 

The Association voted a donation 
of twenty-five dotlars to the Home 
at Doylestown and the same amount 
to the Red Cro.ss. 

Mr. Price suggestetj that this 
meeting l>e euteretl on the books of 
the A.ssociation as the " Patriotic 
Reunion." 

The election of officers of tho As- 
sociation for tlio next two years re- 
sulted as follows :

Benediction was prorionnoed by 
Superintendent Burt, and then the 
Second Reunion of the Association 
adjourned, sine die, at 2 o'clock 
P.M. 

Much credit is due to tho faith- 
fulness of the members of the 
Association. When it was found 
that business could not be complet- 
ed before noon, members were 
requested to remain until all was 
done. This they did, to the num- 
ber of over 100 voting members, 
without considering their dinner, 
tun they were ready f.or it when ad- 
journment finally came 

Labor Day afternoon, or what was 
left of it, was devoted to sports and 
various contests, a«d lots of of pep 
aud spirit was manifest in all the 
trials of skill or endurance.

In. these days of gasoline conser- 
vation the mind naturally reverts to 
the dilemma of several of the deaf 
owners of automobiles and matters 
thereto pertaining. 

Among the number is Charles W. 
Fetscher, in his boyhood days a 
pupil at the New York Institution 
and a bright light among the boys 
of the classes in printing. 

Charles later took an advanced 
course at Barnard School — a high 
school for hearing youth — and later 
studied architecture, eventually be- 
coming an architect. He did con- 
siderable work on the plans for the 
contagious hospital of the New York 
Institution. This building is con- 
ddered one of the most modern and 
up-to-date edifices of its kind in the 
United States. Besides the facilities 
and conveniences for sanitation and 
safety, it has one remarkable fea- 
ture that always impressed us, which 
is that the air throughout the entire 
building can be renewed every seven 
minutes without altering the tem- 
perature of the interior, no matter 
how high or low the mercury may 
register outside. 

But we started to comment upon 
the automobile situation ; so itjseems 
proper to mention that Mr. Fetscher 
proved quite a factor in reducing 
garage expenditures two or three 
years ago. He owns the house 
wherein he resides at Richmond 
Hill, N. Y.. which is on the out 
skirts of Brooklyn, so it was up to 
him to arrange some plan to escape 
the steep prices which garage owners 
demanded for taking care of his 
automobile. 

He brought his architectural 
genius into exercise and drew plans 
for a iMsement garage. This he 
accomplished with such good effect 
that the front of his house is beau- 
tified by an extended piazza, under 
which on a cement roadway the auto 
is backed into a basement that i» prac- 
tically fireproof, and which occupies 
about half of the cellar space of the 
dwelling. It cost him something 
over a thousand dollars, as he did 
most of the work with his own 
hands. He has since sold the archi- 
tectural plans and supervised the 
conArttction of several such private 
garages. This is a good example 
for young architects, and a leaaon to 
all deaf young men, that study, per- 
sistence and skill, allied to native 
genius, are sore winners in the game 
of life. Mr. Fetscher has the satis- 
foctioa jtist DOW of knowing that it 
costs him nothing to store his car 
while he is helping the Government 
to save gasoline.

For 
Prof. Scott the Missis-sippians have 
the kindest regard and best wishes. 

The new Superintendent, a native 
Mississippian, and graduate from the 
University of Mississippi in 1891, 
and from the Normal Department, 
Gallaudet College, in 1892, being a 
classmate of Dr. C. R. Ely, a noted 
professor at Gallaudet, and Superin- 
tendent J. C. Tillingh'ast of the 
Oregon School. Prof. Scott served 
with great ability in the Literary 
Department of the Texas and Okla- 
homa Schools, and has the best 
wishes of the deaf profession. 

Young Mr. Dobyns retires with a 
great administrative record of four 
years and the love and esteem of 
those who know him. He was rais- 
ed among the deaf of Mississippi, 
where his illustrious father, Dr. J. 
R. Dobyns, now President of Martha 
Washington College at Abingdon, 
Va,, was for thirty-three years 
Superintendent and a prominent 
American educator of the deaf.

The 
children, when accompanying their 
father, follow him at a respectful 
distance, in single file, and in the 
order of Iholt ages.

Fortunately just then a light wind 
blew, and the banner, 8 x 12 feet, 
spread otit most beautifully. A 
cheer, clapping and waving of 
hands, saluted it from the crowd 
below.
